GRUNDEN A’ WITNESS 


Father-in-Law Swears Bank- 
er Attacked Physician in 
Home With an Ax. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


WATSEKA, Ill, April 7.—John C. 
Grunden, medicine man, the only eye- 
witness to the killing of John B, Sayler, 
his son-in-law, and who is charged 
jointly with Mrs. Lucy Sayler and Dr. 
William R. Miller with the murder of 
Savler, took the stand this morning and 
told of the struggle in which Sayler 


was killed. His direct testimony was 
brief. 

“I went to the parlor door and asked 
Sayler to come in and play cards,’’ he 
testified. ‘‘ ‘These parties can beat us,’ 
I said. ‘I don’t think they can.’ He 
said he wouldn’t. play with us. I in- 
sisted. I said: ‘Come on, By, we can 
beat them,’ He said ‘No, I won't play 
with them.’ He still refused and I said 
to my daughter, ‘By seems to be out of 
fix about something.’ 

“T went into the dining room for my 
hat, and then into the parlor. I was 
near the. door to the south bedroom 
when I heard the screen door slam. I 
turned and saw Sayler. He was st2nd- 
ing four feet inside of the door. He 
had a hand-ax in his hand. 

“Mrs. Sayler said: ‘By, what are you 
going to do? He said, ‘I have pre- 
pared this for the occasion;’ and rushed 
on Miller. He *ran against the table 
and overturned the lamp. 

Saw Flash of the Shot. , 

“Mrs. Sayler ran out of the room. 
It was dark, but I could see the-fig- 
ures of the two men. I saw Sayler 
strike at Miller with the hand-ax. Then 
they clinched, and there was a strug- 
gle. I stepped up to separate them, 


but I saw the flash of a gun, and got4.. 


back and out of there.’”’ 

On cross-examination Grunden, who is 
73 years old, told. of his. wanderings in 
the Indian Territory, Texas and the 
Far West as a medicine man. 

Golda Sayler, daughter of John B. 
Sayler and Mrs. Lucy Sayler, followed 
Grunden on the stand. She told of a 
small revolver being about the house 
for two years before the tragedy. Her 
father brought it there. He said he got 
it to kill some dogs. } 

It was kept in the commode drawer in 
the south bedroom wrapped in tissue 
paper; Her testimony related to the 
third weapon introduced by the State. 

Golda told of going to Peoria with 
her mother for money for her father. 
It was obtained from Peter Weast. She 
told of going on hunting trips with 
her father and mother, and Dr. Miller. 
Referring to the testimony of Stella: de 
Hart that she found Dr. Miller and 
Mrs. Sayler together at the Sayler 
home, Golda said that her mother.was 
sick, and Dr. Miller had been called to 
attend her. 

Lawyer Makes Blood Test. 

If Dr. Miller is cleared of the mur- 
der of Sayler, it will be by the blood 
of one of his attorneys, James W. Kern. 
Mr. Kern shed his blood for a series of 
tests which gave a dramatic climax to 
the case of the defendants, Dr. Miller, 
Mrs. Lucy Sayler and John Grunden. 

The tests were to demonstrate the time 
required for human blood to coagulate 
and by such demonstration to prove 
that the hand ax, on which the entire 
case hinges, was in Sayler’s hand when 
he was killed and was not “planted” 
several hours afterward, as is contend- 
ed by the State.., 

When the hand ax was found, there 
was blood on it. ; The defense claims 
that the blood was spilled on it in the 
encounter which Miller says he had 
with Sayler. The prosecution has 
sought to. show that the hand ax was 
stained by contact with the blood on 
the carpet or on a piece of paper that 
was lying on the floor of the parlor. 
One of the witnesses testified that when 
he first saw the ax it was lying on 


Drying of Bload Timed. 

To overcomé this presumption Mr. 
Kern permitted Dr. H. H. Bissell and 
Dr. G. W. Ross to make an incision 
in his hand. His blood dropped from a 
height of three feet to pieces of paper 
placed on the floor, as the blood of Say- 
ler or Miller is supposed to have dropped 
on the piece of in the Sayler 
parlor. The time taken for coagulation 
was noted. 

On one of the pieces of paper the 
blood was dry in séven minutes and on 
one, the quantity being greater, thirty- 
seven minutes was required. On five 
other pieces the time required for dry- 
ing varied between these extremes. The 
pieces of paper were offered in evidence. 

On a piece of Brussels carpet a larger 
quantity of blood was spilled. The car- 
pet wided evaporation and in spite of 
the larger quantity coagulation was 
completed in twenty-five | minutes.

Rejuvenated for the Fray. 

The heroes of campaigns of years ago 
were rejuvenated Tuesday to fight for 
a principle. That principle was that the 
10 blocks of granitoid sidewalk in Elsah 
should not be desecrated by the use of 
wheelbarrows. The construction of the 
pavements was the largest undertaking 
Elsah residénts have handled in many 
years. A son of Mayor Mott was the 
first to violate the rules laid down by 
the lawmakers on this subject.

$39,000 PLAYING 


ROULETTE WREEL = 


Clashed “With 
Club Management 
Paying $24,000. 


Kentucky 
Overt 


How a millionaire St. Louisan lost 
$39,000 playing roulette in the: Kentucky 
Club at Hot Springs, Ark., and subse- 


quently clashed with the club authori- 
ties over the payment of $24/000 of the 
amount involved, is told in press tele- 
grams to the Post-Dispatch from Hot 
Springs Thursday. 

Although the incident dates back to 
Mareh 21, the details which have just 
been made public have caused a sensa- 
tion at the famous southern resort. 

It appeats the St. Louis victim went 
to Hot Springs early in March and dur- 
ing the course of a round of pleasure 
visited the Kentucky Club. 

He could have tried his luck at faro, 
poker or another game there, as the 
gambling houses at the time were run- 
ning wide open under an agreement 
with the prosecuting authorities. 

Wanted Big Play. 

The story is related by one of the 
Kentucky officials that the St. Louis- 
an wanted a “big play’ and was pro- 
vided with a roulette wheel for his ex- 
clusive use. At one ‘sitting his losses 
are said to have aggregated $15,000: 

That was just a starter. The game 
looked easy enough and the 8t. Louis 
nian felt that eventually Ire could beat 
it. Accordingly he returned in a few 
days and instead of depositing the usual 
cash for chips he “ran a tab.”’ 

Meanwhile the Kentucky officials nad 
investigated his financial Standing, with 
the result that the employes of the club 
were instructed to allow him to play 
almost any limit. 

When the club checked its balance 
sheet it was found that the St. Louis 
investor had parted with an additional 
$24,000. Shortly after giving a check for 
this amount he was informed by other 
clubs, envious of the Kentucky Club, 
that if he had won $39,000 instead of 
losing it, he would not have been paid. 

Stopped the, Check. 

Immediately the St.’ Loutsan stopped 
payment of his $24,000 check until he 
could confer with the proprietors of the 
Kentucky Club. The officials denied the 
statement of their rivals that . they 
would not have paid any losses incurred 
and showed their accounts to prove 
their their bank roll was sufficient for 
all reasonable purposes, 

This satisfied the St. Louisan, who 
on his return to the city, authorized 
payment of the check. The circum- 

vetances, according to the Hot Springs 
 diepatchen! created a ripple of excite- 
ment“among the sporting fraternity on 
account of the fact that another man 
js said to have made a “killing” in one 
of the clubs which questioned the abil- 
ity of the Stayed Club to atand for 
a similar lose.

| questions will depend his job as & mem- 
ber of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. The Governor probably ‘will 
demand the resignation of Commission- 
er Biand if his answers are not satis- 
factory; and .if the resignation is not 
forthcoming, will dismiss him. 

“The Governor declines to discuss the 
‘probable oytcome of demands he has 
made upon Commissioner Bland. It is 
said he preferred that Bland should 
have nothing whatever to do with the 
trial of Chief Creecy, not even in the 
capacity of prosecutor. 

It is also understobd the Governor 
thinks well of Chief Creecy, and if the 
Police Board heeds his request, the trial 
will result in nothing more than a 
reprimand and the voluntary retire- 
ment of Creecy from the department.

in the Iron Mountain bill {s not important. The 
city loses no right, he says, and the Nee of 
the track may be provided for in another bill, 

But the railroad gets all it wants. It gets the} 
city’s pledge of a franchise for an elevated rail- 
road supposedly to take the place of the sur- 
face track. It gets the wagon approach of the 
free bridge raised to accommodate its elevated 
structure. It gets these favors without any guar- 
antee of the removal of the surface tracks, It 
may have both the elevated and the surface track. 
The city may get a lawsuit. 

The Mayor estimates thet the city saves $100,- 
000 by the deal. He thinks this paltry sum a 
huge benefit sufficient to offset extremely valua- 
ble privileges and heavy risks for the free 
bridge. The advantages given the Iron Moun- 
tain Railway may endanger the usefulness of 
the bridge by interference with both the wagon 
and railroad approaches. Yet one of the princt- 
pal considerations of the grant is not mentioned 
in the bill. 

The Poplar street track cuts Broadway re half, 
and is g menace to St. Louisans traveling to and 
from South St. Louis. It is a dangerous nuisance. 

But the little finger of the railroad interest is 
thicker than the loins of the people with Mayor 
Kreismann. The whole plan of the people to 
‘break down the bridge monopoly is endangered 
by the Mayor’s scheme to build a wagon bridge 
and indefinitely postpone the railroad bridge. 
In every issue between the railroads and the peo- 
ple he has stood with the railroads. 

Mayor Kreismann may not care for public opin- 
ions, but we assure him that if the free rail- 
road bridge is defeated or delayed, and even if 
the Iron Mountain deal does not result in the re- 
moval of the Poplar street tracks, he will learn 
something .about its force.

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SOCIALISM IN MILWAUKEE. 

Having tried Republicans and Democrats suc- 
cessively but not successfully, the people of Mil- 
waukee have turned the control of municipal af- 
fairs over to the Socialists. No divided adminis- 
tration will open the way for excuses of failure 
if failure comes. The Mayor and a large major- 
ity of aldermen and supervisors dre of the same| 
party. 

Not only will Socialists throughout the country 
be elated at the opportunity offered their fellow 
believers to show their capacity for constructive 
work, but everyone will be interested in the 
promised application of principles which, in this 
case, seem reducible largely to a desire for civic 
progress and the betterment of living conditions 
in the city. 

The platform of these Socialists contains noth- 
ing new and much that well-governed commu- 
nities have and others are trying to get. While 
it is impossible to indorse all of their objects and 
methods, many of their remedies for municipal 
evils are generally recognized as good. Home 
rule fs one thing.

There was practically no Socialist vote 
in this country until after Theodore 
Roosevelt became President. In 1896 the 
Socialist Labor polled only 36,274 votes, 
and in 1900 Mr. Debs, as the candidate 
of the Social-Democrats, received only 
87,814 votes, in spite of Hannaism. 

But in 194, when Mr. Roosevelt was 
a candidate for President, Mr. Debs 
polled 402,283, and in 1908 Mr. Debs’ vote 
increased to 420,793. 

In the elections Tuesday the Soctal- 


The Dem- 
ocratic ticket ran second and the Re- 
publican ticket ran third. The new 
Council will consist of 21 Socialists, 10 
Democrats and four Republicans: the 
Board of Supervisors of 11 Socialists, 
threé Republicans and two Democrats.
